3 Survive Wreck 
Of American DC-4

Mystery still shrouds the crash of a DC-4 North West 
Airlines’ cargo plane 50 miles northwest of Edmonton early 
Wednesday evening which claimed the lives of two crew 
members and sent three others to hospital here, i 

The four-engined aircraft, bound from St. Paul, Minn, 
to Anchorage, Alaska, and ultimately to Tokyo, Japan, 
crashed and burned shortly after its takeoff from Edmon- 
ton airport at 5 p.m. Wednesday. 

It went down and burned in a heavily-wooded area be- 
tween Sion and Alcomdale after rapidly losing altitude after 
clearing the Edmonton control tower, 

Killed in the crash were Capt. | 
Ben Christian, 34, the pilot, of 
Minneapolis, and Henry Kryzak, 
23, flight mechanic, of St. Paul,

Loggers and woodworkers in remote logging areas 
throughout the province these days are getting a better 
break so far as emergency medical attention is concerned. 

In an industry known for high accident rate, injured 
men can now look to their fellowtworkers for help in time 


of injury and sickness, 

At the St, John Ambulance 
headquarters here, 20 picked men 
and women from camps and wood- 
working plants from as far away 
as Slave Lake are engaged in an 
intensive, five-day first-aid course, 

It is the second annual session 
of the Safety First Aid school, 
launched jast year by the Work- 
men's Compensation Board in con- 
junction with St. John Ambulance 
Association and the Alberta Forest 
Products Association, 

When candidates complete what 
formally requires a six-week 
period of instruction, they will 
have digested the 300-page hand- 
book on first-aid, taken practical 
Instruction with setting broken 
bones, blood poisoning, drowning 
respiration and coping with a mul- 
titude of other hazardous threats 
connected with remote areas, 
PASS EXAMS 

Then they will face two Work- 
men's Compensation Board physic-

Up until the end of August, drill- 
ing totalled 987,571 feet, as compar- 
ed to 882,358 for the 1947 annual 
total. 

Of the 1948 total, 757,764 feet have 
been marked down as development 
drilling, with 229,807 labelled as ex- 
ploratory, 

Development drilling totalled 55,-

Edmonton's housing accommodation increased by 2,034 
units in 1948 according to census figures released today by 


the city assessor's office. 


The census shows a total of 26,687 dwellings of all types 
which contain 33,278 separate dwelling units. 


In 1947 the total of dwellings of 
all types was 24,922, containing 31,- 
244 dwelling units. 

The 1948 figures showed there 
were 25,041 single family dwelling 
units in 1948 compared with 23,348 
in 1947, an increase of 1,693, 

Of the single family dwellings in 
1948 a total of 17,894 were owner 
occupied and 7,147 were rented, 

There were 17,691 single family 
houses listed in the 1948 census lo- 
cated north of the Saskatchewan 
river and 7,350 on the South Side. 

A total of 12,708 of the north 
side residences were owner-occu- 
pied and 4,983 rented, Of the South 
Side total 5,186 were owner-occu- 
pled and 2,164 tenanted, 

In 1947 there were 16,854 single 
family dwellings located north of 
the river and 6,494 on the South

It would be unfair and useless for any 
newspaper to lay a journalistic hand on 
the heads of any slate of civic candidates 


and declare that those candidates should, 


be elected. It woul be equally unfair and 
useless to point a journalistic finger at 
any other group of candidates and declare 
that, as aldermen, they would not do at all. 

All a newspaper can do and all The 
Edmonton Bulletin proposes to do is to 
outline the requirements of a desirable 
candidate and to point out some of the 
things that should be doné. 

Certainly the city administration as 
well as the voters of Edmonton are keen- 
ly aware that the old days of laissez-faire 
are definitely over. 

Therefore, candidates who are consti- 
tutionally unable to be anything else but 
a rubber stamp for the commissioners and 
department heads have no place on the 
city council. 

Everyone knows, too, that Edmonton 
has intolerably outgrown its public ser- 
vices and, in some instances, the system 
by which it is governed. 

Edmonton's streets and sidewalks are 
outrageously bad. 

Edmonton’s water and sewerage sys- 
tem is totally inadequate. 


Edmonton's disregard for the simplest 
principles of town planning has repressed 
and distorted this city’s growth. 

Candidates who ate prepared to pro- 
mote early improvement in these details 
will make good aldermen, Candidates who 
are not devoted wholeheartedly to these 
improvements will be worse than no alder- 
men at all. 

Prompted by the yehement ‘rotests 
of citizens and taxpayers, The Fdmonton 
Bulletin pressed vigorously this summer 
for a comprehensive civic survey by out- 
side professional experts. 

Weeks and weeks ago, the city council 
agreed to such a survey 

But what has happened to it? 

Candidates who are willing to let them- 
selves be mired in this slough of pro- 
crastination, alibis and excuses will be of 
no use whatever on the council. 

Intelligent citizens know very well 
what is required for rapid progress in this 
city. 

Let them cast their votes, fearlessly 
and without regard to precedent or per- 
sonal) bias, for those men and women who 
will courageously and expeditiously get 
these things done. 


Habitual Criminal Sentenced 


Mr. Justice Hugh John Macdonald has 
imposed in Edmonton a life sentence upon 
a person adjudged to be an habitual crimi- 
nal, 

This sentence is gratifying to the pub- 
lic because the amendments to the crimi- 
nal code dealing with habitual criminals 
represent the best methods yet devised to 
protect society from social rebels who re- 
fuse to be brought into conformity with 
the rules of decent living. 

The sentence is unusually gratifying 
because there have been complaints from 
other parts of Canada, notably from 
British Columbia, that it was impossible 
to secure convictions under these new 
sections, 

The Edmonton crown prosecutor, 
therefore, is to be congratulated for his 


presentation of the case. Mr. Justice Mac- 
donald is to be lauded for an intelligent 
interpretation of the law. 

The habitual criminal regulation is not 
oppressive. Ample safeguards are retained 
in the law to deal with belated repentance 
or a sudden decision on the part of the 
prisoner to seek social rehabilitation. 

Such a prisoner is sentenced to peni- 
tentiary for life, But every three years, 
during that term, the minister of justice 
is compelled to review the circumstances 
of the case together with any changes 
that may have occurred in the prisoner's 
viewpoint. 

The Edmonton courts appear to have 
won something of a judicial victory. They 
have succeeded in making these regula- 
tions work. 


‘Red Dean’ and the Church 


* Most Reverend George F. Kingston, 
Primate of All Canada, has publicly stat- 
ed that Dr. Hewlett Johnson, pro-Com- 
munist Dean of Canterbury, will not ap- 
pear in this country under the auspices 
of the Anglican Church. 

This precautionary statement should 
be widely and carefully noted because 
Dean Johnson’s michievous espousal of 
Soviet doctrine could very easily bring dis- 
credit upon Canadian clergy unless it is 
remembered that he speaks entirely for 
himself and in no respect for the Church 
of which he is a cleric. 

Dean Johnson, of course, has the right 
to entertain whatever political beliefs he 
chooses, But his career as a Communist 
propagandist and his career as a clerk 
in holy orders are two entirely separate 
and distinct things. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


This was made essentially clear last 
year by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
who emphatically disassociated himself 
and the Church of England from Dr. John- 
son’s Red-tinted fulminations, 

The Church of England, like other 
communions in Canada, ‘is notably devoted 
to the freedom of human thought. There- 
fore Dr. Johnson is not prohibited from 
purveying his personal political ideas in 
non-ecclesiastical places. 

The laity, perhaps, will be slightly less 
tolerant. Many believe that Dr, Johnson 
is an exhibitionist or, at the very least, 


‘in a non-Christian position when he subor- 


dinates the welfare of his Church to his 
own urge to mouth undemocratic drivel. 
However, the Canadian Primate makes 
the matter clear. 
Dean Hewlett Johnson is strictly on his 
own,

But it is the professors and the 
parsons who suffer most 
this public delusion of their re- 
moteness, 

There are people who are firm- 
ly convinced that parsons were 
born with dog collars and that 
professors go to bed with their 
mortar boards and hoods 

It is unhealthy, 

1 still recall with a sense of 
shock the time, in my freshman 
year, when I wandered innocent- 
ly into a bar looking for a pret- 
zel and came upon the head of 
the English department quaffing 
4 schoppen of beer and wiping 
the foam off his mouth with the 
back of his hand 

For an agonized moment I felt 
4s though I had caught Jove him- 
self drooling over a popsicle 
But it was the most mellowing 
experience, | think, of my entire 
academic career, 

For where English had hither- 
to been a formal wrestling bout 
with powers and principalities, it

He was delightfully ambidex- 
terous in rendering equally unto 
God and Caesar and his very 
earthiness provided a magnifi- 
cent substructure for his soul.

the solitudes of academic dignity,

The smaller powers in the 
United Nations are talking back 
to the big powers and slowly, but 
surely, they are getting results, 

They succeeded in keeping 
alive negotiations for atomie en- 
ergy control, They are scrapping 
now to keep alive talks going on 
control of convention armaments, 
They refused to accept a West- 
ern-power demand that they slap 
Russia for the Berlin blockade. 
Instead they came up with a plan 
which blamed no one and urged 
the Big Four’s council of Foreign 
Minlsters itself to settle the Ber- 
lin crisis, 

Andrei Vishinsky, Soviet deputy 
foreign minister, killed the “neu- 
tral” plan with Russia's 28th veto 
in the security council] Monday, 
but a spokesman for the small 
powers said they would keen try- 
ing for some formula to bring 
the big powers together, 

Delegates of the small and 
medium countries in the United 
Nations know they inevitably 
would be drawn into any war 
which might result from the big- 
power squabbles, 

They also know that the big 
powers need their support for 
any successful war. Knowing 
these things, they are treading 
cautiously appealing fort mod 
eration and negotiation, and ab- 
solutely refusing to close any 
door that might lead to peace 

The best example of their in- 


fluence is what happened on 
atomic energy. They refused to 
let the atomie contro] negotia- 
tion fall apart, 

Britain, the United States and 
France went to Paris with the 
view that the assembly should 
approve their plan for control, 
take a crack at Russia for hold- 
ing up agreement and let things 
ride until the political climate 
changed for the better. 

Russia came in with a surprise 
change in tactics, demanding that 
a treaty banning atomic bombs 
and another treaty setting up 
controls be written and put into 
effect at the same time, 

India protested against letting 
negotiations drop, So did Aus- 
tralia. They summed up the 
general idea of the small powers 
that no matter how hopeless it 
appeared, the UN could not stop 
trying to agree on atomic con- 
trols, 

For once the smaller powers 
refused to give in and finally 
forced the Western gtoup to 
agree to a resolution aproving 
the majority plan, but calling for 
the UN atomic energy commis- 
sion to take up negotiations 
where it dropped them last 
spring and keep working. 

Russia voted against the final 
resolution in the political com- 
mittee because jt approved the 
majority report, It is evident that 
Russians want the talks in the 
siomie commission tw eontinue,

When the UN assembly met In 
Paris, American papers were full 
of forecasts to the effect that UN 
was about to blow up. As on a 
bird of evil omen, there were two 
black wings to the fumor, one 
which held that the Russians and 
their satellites would walk out— 
the other which argued that they 
would get thrown out, 

Tt now seems that both wings 
were wrong. The UN is coming 
through the crucial autumn of 
1948 without blowing up, 

The danger of world war is still 
acute and in my opinion will con- 
tinue to be so for months to come. 
But, thanks to UN, the danger of 
war is less acute than it was a 
short while ago. 

The UN Assembly has once 
again shown that it is a far-from- 
useless body, It is not only a 
forum for international free 
speech, incidentally, the only one 
in the world where both sides 
get their say face-to-face, but 
it is also an agency where world 
public opinion can focus, where 
even the most ornery govern- 
ments tend to be pushed or pulled 
into line by the power of crystal- 
lized world opinion. 

Striking 
Examples 

We have just seen two striking 
examples of how this works, The 
Russians have been constrained 
to climb down from their long- 
obstructionist attitude of oppo- 
sition to UN control of atomic 
weapons. The United States has 
also been constrained to with- 
draw from the too-extreme posi- 
tion which would have lined the 
whole non-Soviet world up behind 
virtual ultimatum to the Soviet 
on Berlin, 

In both cases the 55 smaller 
nations in the UN have come 
down effectively on the side of 
moderation and conciliation, 

Instead of being lined up by the 
big powers in a position which 
tended to make war, the- smaller 
nations have compelled the big 
fellows to draw back into line 
with those whose policies face 
toward peace. 

The UN as now constituted has 
no power to make law binding

on all nations and all individuals, 
Under the present charter each 
big power has the right to veto 
any important decision, In the 
last analysis any national govern- 
ment which decides to say “no”

upon it by other nations, ‘ 
Open 

Debate 


For the first time in human 
history we have got Into a single 
room representatives of all the 
great’ nations capable of making 
world war. Year after year in 
that single room I have watched 
the democratic process in action, 
No matter how far apart their 
ideologies may be, nor what 
grave obstacles to agreement lie 
between them, it is impossible 
for delegates not to tend to be 
drawn together by the very pow- 
er of free discussion and open 
debate, 

Hence there is no greater 
falsehood than to say that the 
UN, as now constituted, is use- 
less, It is not a world parliament 
with power to make law. But it. 
is a world free-speech forum; a 
place where year after year all 
nations great and gmall must 
answer at the bar of world opin- 
jon for their actions and in- 
actions, 

That itself is a great step for- 
ward, 

The UN could and should be 
strengthened by bringing into it 
almost all remaining nations now 
excluded, 

Certainly there is no further 
excuse for barring Ireland, Port 
ugal, Italy, Austria, Hungary, Ale 
bania, Bulgaria, Finland and the 
new Republic .of Isreal, 

Even Japan should be admitted 
at once, Also Germany as soon 
as she gets a government, 
Where there are split govern. 
ments, as in Korea, why not let 
them both sit in with right to 
speak but not to yote, 

The main thing is to recognize 
and organize the UN for what it 
is—an admirable agency for 
world free speech, 


Island Abounds 


In Lonely Dogs 


By Ewen K. Patterson in “Our 
Dumb Animals.” 

Away down in the southern In- 
dian Ocean, about midway be- 
tween Australia and South Africa, 
on the bleak, uninhabited island 
of Kerguelen (frequently called 
“the island of desolation”), live 
the loneliest dogs in the world, 

The largest of the subantarctic 
islands, Kerguelen is one of the 
most unattractive spots on the 
globe, As no steamship service 
includes the island in its itiner- 
ary, the lonely speck is rarely 


visited. 
The reason is not far to see, 
Kerguelen is situated in what is 


known as the circumpolar belt of 
low pressure, and a continual 
procession of terrific gales sweeps 
over the island. The days are 
foggy, and heavy clouds enshroud 
the sky almost perpetually. *So 
sterile and storm swept is the 
island that there is not another 
place on the same parallel of 
latitude in either hemisphere 
containing such little variety of 
vegetation, Only four species of 
plants are to be found on Ked- 
guelen—a wild tea plant a moss- 
like growth, a wild cabbage and 


lichens,

Despite its barrenness, how- 
ever, Kerguelen, for more than 
half a century, has been the home 
of probably the strangest dog 
colony in the world,

They are not hostile to 
humans, but when seen at close 
range they rapidly dart under 
cover and will not approach, But 
whenever men land on the island, 
the dogs—seemingly by instinct 
—silently follow the visitors at a 
distance, never taking their eyes 
from the human intruders. 

The strangest change of all in 
the dogs, however, is that they 
are entirely dumb—apparently 
they have forgotten even how to 
bark. The animals have never 
been heard even to whimper, 
Silently the ghostlike animals 
race about the island, jumping 
great voleanie boulders with ald 
the ease of mountain goats.

Diet Changes Create

New foods in the child’s diet often create some minor) 
disturbance.
